1 . Applicant's arguments filed 08/02/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicants argue features, such as "an intelligence service peripheral for 
determining a type of directory assistance requested, which directs a call through a 
telecommunications network to a call center if the caller is not requesting business 
directory assistance and that automatically determines at least one telephone number 
satisfying the caller request without communication through the call routing 
telecommunications network by searching in a directory database associated with the 
intelligence service peripheral if the caller is requesting business directing assistance." 
These limitations are found in Smith et al (US 6,404,876). 

3. In regards to claims 1 , 9, and 10, Applicants argue that Smith et al fail to disclose 
an intelligence service peripheral for determining a type of directory assistance 
requested, which directs a call through a telecommunications network to a call center if 
the caller is not requesting business directory assistance and that automatically 
determines at least one telephone number satisfying the caller request without 
communication through the call routing telecommunications network by searching in a 
directory database associated with the intelligence service peripheral if the caller is 
requesting business directing assistance. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this 
argument. Smith et al does disclose an intelligence service peripheral (Intelligent 
Peripheral Controller Host 8 and Resource Platform 9) for determining a type of 
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directory assistance requested, which directs a call through a telecommunications 
network to a call center if the caller is not requesting business directory assistance (col. 
8 lines 31-39 and col. 19 lines 10-24) and that automatically determines at least one 
telephone number satisfying the caller request without communication through the call 
routing telecommunications network by searching in a directory database associated 
with the intelligence service peripheral if the caller is requesting business directing 
assistance (col. 12 lines 3-32). 
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
